“ Patien ts with hyperten sion often 
keep goin g from d octor to d octor 
askin g for some treatm en t th at 
will kn ock the pressure d own , but 
it is d oubtful if they ever get much 
ben efit from the d rugs th a t are 
taken , because even when the p re s­ 
sure is lowered for a while, it 
usually soon goes baca up to where 
it was before. The poin t to be re ­ 
membered is that if on e has high 
blood pressure of the essen tial type 
on e is likely to have it for all on e's 
d ays.” 
In reviewin g the subject of high 
blood pressure recen tly I foun d 
th at surprisin gly en ough n obod y 
km w the in cid en ce of high blood 
pressure. By this I mean n obod y 
has ever record ed how man y peo­ 
ple at the age of 50, for in stan ce, 
have a blood pressure of over 150. 
There was plen ty of work to show 
what the average blood pressure of 
a group of people a t the age of 50 
was, but 
n ot 
the 
in cid en ce of 
hyperten sion . 
The on ly in formation we have 
is the report of the in suran ce com­ 
pan ies which d id n ot represen t a 
cross section of the en tire popula­ 
tion because in suran ce applican ts 
obviously are people who thin k 
themselves 
in 
good 
health. 
In 
ord er to supplemen t this, with the 
help of some of my d octor frien d s 
I gathered together about 2000 
record s of people at all ages, most 
of whom were sick en ough to con ­ 
sult a d octor. 
We took the figure of 150— sys­ 
tolic blood pressure— as bein g the 


upper limit of n ormal. We foun d 
th a t over 40 per cen t of people 
aged from 50 to 54 had a blood 
pressure of 150 or over. This would 
in d icate that h(*.h blood pro-sure 
is a physiolog.c 
ra th er than a 
d iseased con d ition — simply a p art 
of the agin g process. 
This would also in d icate that 
d rastic measures to red uce blood 
pressure are riot likely to have 
much success. The tr e a tm e n t re ­ 
commen d ed in this little book con ­ 
sists of gen eral measures for re­ 
d ucin g the pressure of life, p a r ­ 
ticularly gettin g plen ty of rest 
an d plen ty of sleep. The d iet re­ 
commen d ed is liberal, in clud in g 
everythin g from meat to starches. 
Drugs are n ot ad vised except in 
special crimes. 
Future Prospects

The belief is expressed th a t from 
the am oun t of research work which 
is n ow bein g d on e, in the n e ar fu­ 
ture some method will be foun d ef­ 
fective in lowerin g pressure an d 
preven tin g the high blood pres­ 
sure of mid d le age. ".Sufferers with 
hyperten sion must n ot, then , get 
too d iscouraged , but must clin g to 
hope."
